2. Applicant's arguments, see amendment, filed on June 03, 2004, with respect to Erhardt et 
gl. (U.S. Patent 6,513,151 as it applies to claims 1-41 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-41 has been withdrawn. 



3. Claims 1-41 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

In reference to claims L 10. 36 and 40 : Kahn et al (U.S. Patent 4,918,595) teaches sub- 
system input service for dynamically scheduling work for a computer system (see Kahn et al ., 
Abstract). The system is designed to eliminate bottleneck created in a large interactive computer

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system environment when jobs are submitted to a component of an operating system where it 
relates to an improved internal reader function of the operating system for dynamically and 
efficiently processing job-created input streams (see Kahn et al . Figs. 10, 11 and column 1, lines 
8-16). 

On the other hand, the claimed invention deals with a system for remotely analyzing 
diagnostic information. The system includes analysis system for analyzing diagnostic 
information from spin tracks where the analysis system consists of analysis components. 

Utsunomiya et al (U.S. Patent 6,142,660) teaches a semiconductor manufacturing 
method and apparatus using a plurality of maintenance commands for automatically measuring 
errors caused by apparatus or by wafer treatment process with maintenance components (see 
Utsunomiya et al . Abstract and Figs. 9 and 10), but Utsunomiya et al . does not teach a system 
for remotely analyzing diagnostic information for spin tracks. 

The remaining claims are dependent upon claims L 10. 36 and 40 and contain further 
limitations.
